L1TERATURK  OF  TUE  DAY.  r1 


A  rimi-iiN  nKdai. 

The  Prussian  medal  for  eaviug  life  vm 
fouuded  by  King  Frederick  Wuliam  III.  ia 
March,  1«02,  and  uuder  the  date  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  1,  1833,  extended  aad  ordered  to  be 
wore  ou  a  yellow  ribboo,  with  the  inac 
tion,  "For  eaviug  from  peril  of  life,”  the 
medal  being  0/  silver,  with  a  wi-ath  of  oak- 
res  ou  the  reverse.  The  find  of  these 
medals  was  given  to  Fanner  Stickler,  ia 
Strysewo,  county  Krotoechin,  uuder  the 
patent  of  March  SS,  1833.  Since  then  and 
until  January  11,  1888,  no  lees  than  three 
thousaud  five  hundred  aad  three  of  these 
medals  were  conferred.  Oppesate  No.  848 
will  be  found  the  name  of  the  then  Dike 
Captaiu  von  Bismarck -Scbonbausen.  the 
patent  dated  being  December  13,  1848. 
The  present  Imperial  Chancellor  obtained 
this  distinction  ou  the  following  occasion  : 
While  stationed  at  Siargard,  in  1848,  fttb  s 
company  of  land wehr-uhlaus,  he  was  stand¬ 
ing  one  day  with  several  comrades  00 
bridge  of  the  Lippehue  Lake,  and  saw  one 
of  the  men  take  a  hors#  to  bathe.  The 
horse  suddenly  got  out  of  its  depth,  and  tjie 
rider  became  so  frightened  as  to  lose  control 
of  the  animal,  which  gave  s  wild  plunge 
and  unseated  its  rider,  who  disappeared 
under  the  water.  In  on  instant,  Bismarck 
nu buckled  his  sword,  threw  off  his  eoat, 
and  jumped  int*  tjfe  lake  after  lbe  man, 
whom  he  quickly  succeeded  iu  seixipg,  hot 
who  kept  so  tight  s  hold  of  his  savior  a a/  to 
drag  him  down  twice  in  spite  of  every  ef- 
fort  to  gain  lbs  surface.-  For  acme  aeoonda 
both  seemed  to  be  lost.  Bismsrek,  b 
ever,  bad  finally  freed  himself  from  the 
dangerous  embrace,  and  inauxged  to  reach 
the  shore,  dragging  the  half -drowned  and 
unconscious  uhlan  after  him.  The  latter’* 
lucky  escape  becoming  know,  lbe  pastor  of 
tbs  little  town,  at  the  head  of  a  procession 
villagers,  went  to  meet  and  congratulate 
him.  When  in  after  years  a  lavishly  daeur- 

ed  Anstrian  nobleman  once  ironically 
nekrd  Herr  von  Biamarck  the  meauing  of 
■hat  simple  medal,  the  latter  tersely  re- 
plied:  "I  occasionally  amuse  myself  with 
laving  a  mau  from  drowuiug.”  Nos.  030 
and  621,  under  date  of  Beptemlwr  30,  1840, 
wrsre  given  to  Princs  Frederick  Charles  and 
Lis  companion,  Lieutenant  Connt  Biemarck- 
Bolilen.  The  Princs,  than  studying 
Bonn,  was  with  his  oompanion  rowing 
serose  the  Rhine,  when  a  b-iat,  containing 
two  boys,  capsized.  Forthwith  both  tbe 
Trines  and  tbe  Connt  jumped  into  the 
river  and  saved  tbs  boys,  who  could  not 
iwitn.  Among  others  decorated  with  the 
medal  is  also  tbe  proprietor  of  tbe  wali- 
kuown  champagne  Ann,  Mu  mm,  of  Bebwar- 
zenstein,  boride*  a  number  of  ladies,  and 
Altje  Darenhus,  the  bath- woman  on  tl 
booohat  Nurderney  —  Avuruan  lUguur.
